Document 1 (paragraphs 0010 lo 0012, figure 1) describes a lighting device provided 
with a substrate having a print pattern, a light emitting diode fastened to the substrate, a 
frame having a slanted surface fastened to the substrate using an adhesive, and a lens in 
which striped shaped projections are stopped and fastened at stopping portions formed on 
the frame, in particular, paragraph 0012 describes that an inclination angle of a lateral 
surface of the frame is slanted at an angle not greater than 45 degrees. 

Document 2 (paragraph 0021) describes using an adhesive agent in fastening a lens 
to the frame. 

Document 3 (paragraph 0029) and document 4 (paragraph 0003), describe providing 
a resin layer that covers a hght emitting element inside the frame in the lighting device and a 
resin layer having a visible light conversion substance arranged on this resin layer. 

Applying the techniques described in documents 2-4 to the hghting device described 
in document 1 would present no particular difficulty. 

Thus, the inventions of claims 1 to 7 do not appear to possess inventive step. 
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
